Duripg the last two weeks two men have heen
staying at the hotel at Quarantine Landing on
Staten Island, and have been keeping u carefnl
watch upen every three-masted schooner, and
occasgionnlly going off to them in amall boata,
and overbauling them thoroughly. Considera-
ble curiogit ¥ hius been excited among the inha-
bitants of the island by their movements, but
toth were careful to keep their own counsel,
and in spite of the numerouns questions asked
they continued to keep their mission a seeret.

Last evening, however, their watchfulaess was
explained. At about three o'clock in the after-
poon a large three-masted schooner wus seen
+lowly sailing up to Quarantine, and in a few
minutes the two etrangers, who had becn, as
usual, closely examining the craft, hired a small
boat, pulled out to the vessel, and after a few
moments’ conversation with her master boarded
her. They remained on board for some time,
and rumors of thelr proceedings haviog been
spread abrond, a number of epectators assem-
bled to await their return. At last the row boat
approachied the shore, when it was discovered
that two men, who had not been in her when she
left the shore, were seated in the stern. The
boat reached the landiog nud the whole party
entered the hotel. It then appeared that the
iwo strangers who had been staving al the hotel
were two of Colonel Whiteley's government de-

The Clucinnati Conmercial of the 5th BAYS: —

“The excitement growing out of the resolu-
tion of the School Board on ¥riday evening,
admitting colored children to the publie schools,
grows, and the disposition of the case promises
to be interesting. Quite a number of Republi-
cens, we learn, share in the general disgust
mabifested at the action of the board, and a
report was in circulation yesterday that a peti-
tion was about to be issued to ithe board asking
tbem to rescind the resolution. The motives of
the board in disposing of this vexed question
must not be prejudged.

“The question of admitling colored children
into the public schools has been under advise-
ment for several months, and petitions have becn
showersed upon them by thecolored population,
asking them to furnish educational factlities for
thelr children according to law. The disposi-
tion of the watter was deferred untll the enume-
ration wae luken, when it was found that there
were only fourtéen persons belween the ages of
five and twenty-one in the village. Under the
